In  the  Nov.  number  of  the  “Gladiolus  Review”,  Elizabeth  T.  and  John  R.  Larus,  in  their  article  “New 
England  Shows,  Boston  and  Hartford”  speak  of  it  as  follows:  “It  was  in  Hartford  that  A.  A.  Arenius  first 
exhibited  a  tremendous  ruffled  mauve-lavender  seedling  with  unbelievably  fine  substance,  since  named  King 
Arthur.  It  received  the  award  in  the  seedling  class  and  repeated  its  victory  at  Boston,  where  it  was  ad¬ 
judged  the  champion  seedling  and  awarded  in  addition,  an  especial  centennial  medal  by  the  Mass.  Horti¬ 

cultural  Society.  A  perfect  self,  it  appears  to  have  an  enviable  future,  especially  as  it  immediately  demands 
attention  because  of  its  characteristic  form  and  poise.  The  petals  are  so  heavily  ruffled  as  to  appear  fluted, 
with  a  size  of  flower  most  unusual  in  the  ruffled  type.”  Mr.  Chas.  E.  F.  Gersdorff,  in  the  Nov.  number  of  the 

“Gladiolus  Review”,  refers  to  it  “as  a  ruffled  fluted  monster,  in  deep  Orchid  coloring.” 


The  above  awards  and  comments  show  what  others  think  of  this  seedling.  For  myself,  I  might  mention 
that  this  being  my  first  introduction,  I  naturally  would  like  to  introduce  something  outstanding  and  worth¬ 
while.  I  think  I  have  it  in  this  variety.  According  to  Ridgways  color  chart  it  is  a  light  mallow  purple, 
practically  a  self  color,  although  upon  close  examination  the  outer  edges  of  the  petals  show  markings  of  a 
deeper  color.  The  color  is  even  more  beautiful  under  artificial  light  or  in  the  bright  sunlight.  It  is  heavily 
ruffled  and  fluted,  thick  petaled  and  of  extra  substance.  The  color  keeps  well  until  the  last  bloom  on  the 
spike  is  open.  I  have  grown  it  50  inches  high  with  blooms  6  inches  across,  five  open  at  one  time.  It  is 
a  medium  propagator.  I  have  received  several  flattering  offers  for  the  entire  stock  of  this  variety  and 
numerous  requests  to  set  a  price  on  a  bulb  and  have  done  my  best  to  discourage  its  introduction  this  season, 
owing  to  a  very  limited  stock.  I  have  however  finally  decided  to  introduce  it.  I  have  only  25  bulbs  available, 
%  inch  or  over  in  size.
